UR SOVERAIGN LORD, Conſidering how Prejudicial the Expor- 
tation of Bark is, to the intereſt of this Kingdom, and that the ſame 
may be profitably ke pt and made uſe of within the ſame ; As alſo notwitch- 
ſtanding that by ſeveral Acts of Parliament forbidding theExportation of Skins 
and Hides of all ſorts, unti!l they be made in Work or put to the beſt avail, 
for the good ofthe Kingdom : Yet reugh and Salted Hides are frequently 
exporred contrary thereto, Doeh theretore with Advice and Conſent of the 
Eſtates of Parliament, ſtrictly prohivite and diſcharge the Exportation of all 
ſorts of Berk fit for Tanning of Leather, furth of thes Kingdom; As allo the 
Expertation of rough and ſilted Hides of any ſort, and that from and after 
the date hereof, under the pain of Confiſcation of the ſaid Bark, rough or (al- 
ted Hides, that ſhall be offered to be ex ported; As allo the Sum of 
Money to be payed by the perſon who fhall preſume to export the ſame ; 
And likeways of the like Sum to be payed by the Maſter of the Veſſel that ſhal 
receive the (ame to be exported, which pains are hereby declared to belong 
to the Diſcoverer and Convicter of the (aid unlawfull Exportation. 


Reaſons for prohibiting the Export of Bark and Hydes 


Irft, becauſe the Burk that the kingdom affoords is no more then ſuth. ent 
to ſer ve it ſelf. 

adly Becauſe if Bark rough and ſalted Hidet be not all of them prohibited 
to be exported, the price ot Shoes and Boois muſt riſe to exceſſive Rates, and 
in a little time will not eaſily be got made within the Realm. 

3dly Becauſe the Mafters of the ſaid Bark and Hides may find a good price 
with — by ſelling the ſame within the Kingdom. 

4thly,Becaule the prohibiting of the ſaid Bark and Hides will viſibly improve 
our own „ and help to imploy the Poor to Work. 

gebly, Becau ſe the 1 Bark and Hides will exceedingly leſſen the 
price of the Beſtial, and ſo be a great loſs to the Nobility, Gentry and others 
who ſell them yearly, in regard the Buyers at their Buying have 2 ſpecial con- 
ſideration of the value ofthe Hide, and if Bark be exported, in a ſhort time 
the Tanners will have nothing to do for want thereof, and ſo] the 
price of the Beftial muſt neceſſarly fall. 

6thly, The Neighbour Nation of E-e/:nd confidering the damnage 
they ſuſtained by the exporting of Bark from thence to Ireland, have by Act of 
Parliament prohibit & diſcharged the exporting ofthe ſametbither. althoit be a 
Kingdom dependingupon themſelves. which harh ſo muchſtraĩtned Irel nd, that 
chis very year there isbought by them in Scotland upwards of 7000 Bolls of 
Bark, and if this be any longer tollerat, the damnage the Kingdom will ſuſtain 
thereby is inexpreſlible.
